Hence It
our schools have unduly neglected moral
education the question of giving It proper
attention In the future becomes paramount.

The National Educational association at
the Los Angeles convention, after a
thoughtful discussion of this subject, voted
for the appointment of a committee to In.
vestlgate and report on a proper system
of teaching morals In tha schools. And
one of the resolutions that were adopted
declared It to be the duty tt our educat-
ors "to enter at once upon a systematlo
course of Instruction which shall embmca
not only a broader patriotism but a mora
extended course of moral Instruction, es-

pecially In regard to the rights and duties
of cltixenship, the right of property, tha
security and sacredness of human life."

The need of such Instruction will readlTf
be admitted by all. Yet the association to
emphasise It draws up a formidable Indict-

ment against the rising generation. Young

America is charged with a lack of respect
for age and experience, with Indifference
to constituted authority and law, and wttn
a disposition to follow pleasure and selfish

Intereata rather than a sense of duty and
public spirit.

Some months ago several Amsrlcan
ers preferred charges of this character
against the American girl of the wealthy
classes, who was described as a selfish and
sturdy pleasure-seeke- r. Ths National Edu-
